; A story is told of the first of this lineage, the 
majestic Queen Mary, which if not true i* of the stuff 
that should be true.

When the Mary was on the stocks as No. 534— 
the *'Q” tags came later and incidentally there never 
was a Q3, a project which fell through—the directors 
of the Cunard line had decided to name her Queen 
Victoria, and they waited on King George V to seek 
permission for this royal nomenclature. 

The chairman began: “Your Majesty, the Cunard 
company would consider it a great honor if its new I 
ship could be named after the most beloved queen... 

He got no further. King George Intervened 
Quickly to say, “Queen Mary will be delighted.” And 
so it was that in 1934 the ship defined to be the moat 
famous of fill Atlantic liners was launched in 1934 
under Its royal imprimatur. 

When it came time six years later to name its 
sister ship, it was accordingly given the name of the 
reigning queen, the consort of King George VI, Queen 
Elizabeth. 

The bettors should perhaps have remembered this, 
except that the existence of the Queen EMzabeth, still 
in service, may have led them astray. But by adding 
the “IT’ any semantic confusion has been avoided. 

This numerical suffix will be redundant, aa it hap¬ 
pens, wheft next year the Queen Elizabeth also foes up 
for sale. Thereafter there will be only one “Queen,” 
the new Elizabeth, carrying on the Cunard tradition of 
providing the queens of oceanic travel. 

Motorcycle Safety 

\V7ITH THE GREAT increase in motorcycles on 
W the roads much has been said about their po¬ 
tential lethality. This is not surprising when the 
number of fatalities among U.S. riders has increased 
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Embargo Fleet May Abandon Oil Watch 
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1975 with the junking of the 
Eagle and Ark Royal. 
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mates indicate the death rate for motorcycles may 
rang! fee tween 30 and 40 deaths per 100 million vehicle 
miles compared with 5.7 for all motor vehicles. 

The Motorcycle Distributors Association of On¬ 
tario in a brochure has presented another side of the 
story, however/ that deserves attention. 

It cites New York State statistics to show that 
the automobile is the more accident-prone vehicle: 8.5 
per cent of motorcycles and 14.1 per cent of automo¬ 
biles involved in accidents in a single year. The dis¬ 
proportion would appear to justify another finding: 
that the risk of death or injury of the motorcyclist 
is not much different from that of the motorist, baaed 
on registrations. 

It cites also studies showing that in Rutomoblis- 
motorcycle accidents, the car driver is responsible for 
about two-thirds of them. 

Obviously when accidents do occur, the motor¬ 
cyclist is more vulnerable to injury or death. But It 
looks as if some balance Is achieved by the motor¬ 
cyclists' safer driving.

A book telling Americans, 
for instance, how not to speak 
French would be immensely 
beneficial; whereas, moat of 
the current texts simply begin 
with instructing the reader to 
move Mb mouth and shape hit 
vowels in a wholly impossible 
fashion.

This Is as true in philosophy 
as it is in any craft or art or 
sport. 

When Socrates wanted a 
definition of "courage," ha 


went about it in a negative 
fashion: by explaining all the 
things it was NOT. His 
students kept offering defini¬ 
tions, and he kept showing 
how they were wrong.

The truth can rarely be 
approached directly. Chester¬ 
ton tells that when he first 
became interested In religion, 
be read everything that he 
could find against iL None 
of the rebuttals to religion 
satisfied him. and by a 
process at elimination he 
arrived at a centra! core of 
belief.

ineffectual with the outside 
world ia that we cannot 
promote its positive things 
until we know Hs mgativn .

It is not enough to proclaim 
its benefits; we have to 
understand its defects, to 
realize the wrong ways in 
which it can operate. Only 
then can our defense of it be 
intelligent and constructive.

Giants to Dwarfs 


By M. V. CHE8NUT 

Earlier this week we had a chat 
concerning some suitable tall plants for 
the back now of the perennial bonier. 
With the time rapidly approaching for 
the fall overhaul at the perennial beds, I 
think we might carry an today with this 
subject, skipping from the giants to the 
dwarfs and giving some thought to the 
front row edging plants. 

The subject moat commonly used 
hereabouts for thia purpose is the 
sweetly scented, old-fashioned pink- It Is 
a grand plant and as easy aa pie to 
grow and propagate in limed aoll, but 
for my money it leaves a lot to be 
desired in a front-row plant. The 
blooming period — in moat varieties 
anyway — la too abort; the chimps 
spread and sprawl over the edge of the 
grass, and the plant looks like death 
warmed over as the Sowers die and turn 
brown. 

* * * 

Another and somewhat taller plant 
often used in the front row is Nepeta 
rouaalnf. a flowering catmint, but this 
one spreads like crazy, swamping its 
reigbbors and leaning away over the 
grass in front even worse than the 
pinks, making the lawn mowing of the 
edges a particularly exasperating task. 

A much better choke la Its fellow 
catmint, Nepeta “Souvenir da Andre 
Chnudron." which holds Itself erect 


without floppiness. It haa the same 
pungently aromatic grey-green foliage, 
with abort spikes of misty blue Sowers 
from June to October. 

One plant which could be used a lot 
more frequently up front is the true 
Geranium — and I mean the Cranes bill, 
not the Pelargonium of houseplant and 
window box use. 

Geranium Russell Pritchard is a 
little dandy, six to nine Indies tall, 
covering itself with crimson-purple 
blooms from mkWune well into Sep¬ 
tember. Its greeny-grey foliage Is 
almost as atfaaotive as the flowers and 
the plant la increased easily by dividing 
the roots. Another good Crane*bill ia 
Geranium grand l Bom m, with very 
attractive dear blue flower* on eight- 
inch stems and a very long season of 
bloom. 

a ♦ ♦ 

The PotentiUas also make good- 
looking edging plants if you stick with 
those kinds with a dwarf, compact habit 
of growth. Gibson's Soariet is a suitable 
variety and available from most plant 
nurseries. Rosanna haa brilliant bloom* 
in the same fiery shade of scarlet but 
has an even more oompact habit, while 
Yellow Queen bas semi-double golden 
Dowers. 

A good front-row perennial fairly 
easy to rake from seed Is Betonica 
rosea, a member of thc| Sage family. It 


has much the same habits as the 
catmints, bearing short spikes of rosy 
purple Bowen which seem to have 
some special attraction for bees. 
Betonica prefers a gritty, dryish soil 
enriched with old manure, and with Us 
rich ooloring it makes an attractive and 
unusual edging. 

We don't often think of Heuchers 
(Coral Bella) as an edging plant, and in 
truth, it stands just a Unie too tall 
while in flower tor such use—about 11 
inches. The ever g ree n foliage is un¬ 
usually attractive, though, making 
compact, formaHooking rosettes never 
more than eight Inches tall, and with 
brilliant (aU coloring. 

★ ★ * 

The blooms of Coral Belli are long- 
lasting as cut Dowers in the house and 
flower-arranging addicts go flcr them in 
a big way because of their vivid 
ooloring and graceful pasture. For this 
reason, it tint a bad Idea to set a few 
plants of Heuchera sanguina along the 
front row of the perennial bed, allowing 
the women of the house to cut all they 
please for their vases and bowls while 
retaining the foliage rosettes tor their 
attractive edging effect. 

These plants should be set Jn the 
ground very firmly and fairly deeply, 
otherwise they tend to push themseivea 
out of the ground, exposing tits roots to 
drying sun and wind.

However, the attorney- 
general said, the public should 
be aware that nothing in the 
Consumer Protection Act, or 
accompanying regulations just 
approved by the cabinet, 


relieves individual responsi¬ 
bility to "make careful deci¬ 
sions when considering a loan 
or purchase on credit." 

He said later the govern¬ 
ment would not recommend 
people stop buying on credit 
until the new law takes effect, 
but added "caution should be 
the order of the day in credit 
buying and borrowing." 

The new law, described by 
Mr. Bonner as a "consumer 


Bill of Rights'* in the legisla¬ 
ture last spring, will require 
all grantors of credit to make 
fuQ and uniform disclosure of 
the cost of credit, as a 
safeguard to persons buying 
on time or borrowing money.
